BADLY BUNGLED 


Traveled Further and Fared Worse. 


The sample ballots and instructions 
to voters for the city election were 
mailed to 
the 
electors early this 
week. 
They wore printed in some 
outside print shop, in lace of the 
contract obligation with tho Ledger 
as the official paper and Job printing. 
Our high-minded cotompornry, whose 
proprietor exemplified the quality of 
his support of home Industry as one 
of the noble band of city officials 
who sanctioned the repudiation of a 
contract, and turning down of native 
labor in this case, explains that such 
a iob was not to lie trusted iu the 
hands of ouo who wns not body and 
soul tied to the municipal outfit as 
now constituted. 
By this he conveys 
the iden that according to bis notion, 
a publisher is not entitled to any 
consideration even under tho lowest 
bid system 
iu the distribution of 
printing patronage, unless he blindly 
approves of everything that is done in 
name of the trustees. 
That is Hbout 
the pinnacle of his ethics from an 
official point of view. 
'The Ledger 
is pleased to state that it belongs in 
an entirely different class. 
Though 
the city and county printing were 
rolled into one, and swollen to one- 
hundred fold of present dimensions, 
we would not veer one iota Irom our 
oonviotions ot 
duty to secure it. 
This may in the estimation of men of 
his stamp be a foolish sacrifice of 
self-interest. 
It is certainly a sacri] 
flee to which our unesteemed cotem­ 
porary is a stranger. 
But coming 
back 
to this 
very 
particular printing job—which seem­ 
ed to stagger the talent to construct 
according to the latest jumble ot the 
legislature 
mill—we find from the 
samples that as we were fully aware— 
it amounts to the simplest and com­ 
monest piece of work that a mere tyro 
in the business should be able to 
manage it. 
In workmanship tbe local 
printer could double discount this 
metropolitan production which bears 
the typographical 
union label—the 
lirst piece of official job work from 
Amador county that 
ever 
bore a 
similar outside impress. 
Furthermore, we have no hesita­ 
tion in saying that the ballot is not 
in accordance 
with Jogai 
require- 
meuts. 
Fussed 
upon critically it 
would he coudemued as misleading. 
In the coming election there is a con­ 
test for two offices only—marshal and 
clerk. 
There ure two candidates for 
each of these offices. 
A voter can 
only vote 
for 
one 
candidate for 
either of these offices, and yet in the 
blank columns there are two blank 
lines and two headings, “ For City 
Clerk and Assessor,” etc. 
T'he only 
effect of this is to confuse or mislead 
the voter. 
Two 
blank spaces for 
those offices, 
naturally curries the 
idea thut the voter is entitled to vote 
for two. 
The voter is no where in­ 
formed ou tho ballot to rote tor ouiy 
one person for clerk or marshal. 
The mere novice should understaud 
tho absurdity of putting two blank 
lines, with the usual heading “ For 
Clerk aud Assessor” and “ F o r Mar­ 
shal and Tax Collector,” over each 
when ouiy one person is to be voted 
for. 
ft is nothing leas than an in­ 
vitation to the voter to mark his 
ballot iu such a way that it would be 
thrown out us illegal. 
Iu other respects the ballot does 
not comply with legal requirements. 
Tbe headiug “ Instructions to voters” 
and tbe instructions thereunder do 
not conform to Hie law. 
The fuct is 
the ballots were evidently printed iu 
some one-horse shop where no such 
printing hud ever been done 
before. 
'The printer labored under the im­ 
pression tbut he had to supply us 
many blank 
spaces for writing us 
there were candidates iu the printed 
column. 
And all this bungling was 
done without a contract after adver­ 
tised proposals, aud by ignoring tiie 
home printer 
who 
bud 
been just 
uwarded the contract for city print­ 
ing. 
i t is a clear case of traveling 
away from home to fare worse. 
A 
contest would probably result iu de­ 
claring the election held with such 
misleadiug aud illegal ballots illegal 
aud void.

Last Suturday John Boro wan ariest- 
ed by marshal Hubert,y on th e com­ 
plaint of H. Hugne, charging that 
Boro had attempted to strike bis son, 
Halpb Hugne, in tbe face with his 
list. 
Boro was taken before Judge 
Thompson aud plead guilty as charg­ 
ed,the judge lining him $25, 
which 
was forthcoming. 
At the same time 
that the above compiaiut was made 
Hugne placed n charge against Henry 
(Babe) Schacht, 
of assault with a 
deadly weapon upon his son Kaipb. 
Tbe charge was reduced to simple 
assault aud ou Monday he was taken 
before Justice Goldner, plead guilty 
as charged and was sentenced to tlfty 
days in jail or to pay a tine of fifty 
dollars. 
The tine was 
paid. 
Tbe 
above trouble was the result of a 
difference between Boro aud Schacht, 
and Kalph Hugne. 
It seems th a t tbe 
latter had gone to the post office last 
Saturday eveuiug aud ou th e way 
back bad 
words with tbe others. 
After awhile they followed him to 
Kugue’s restaurant, 
where Schacht 
drew a revolver, from which lie had 
extracted the shells some time before. 
This was taken away from him, 
and 
then Boro started to stiike Hugne 
when some one grabbed him.

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T H E 
P R IN T IN G R A T E S . 


For the first time during the past eleven years the board of 
supervisors of this county at the regular meeting this week 
undertook a thorough revision of the schedule of county 
printing rates. 
For years the Ledger has been urging the 
necessity for such action, pointing out the m any and glaring 
defects in the old rates, through which the county has been 
victimized, and which in several instances were ambiguous 
and capable of a double interpretation. 
At the March meet­ 
ing of the board the course of action to be pursued in arriv­ 
ing at the rate for each item of printing was definitely de­ 
cided upon, namely, that each printer should be furnished 
by the clerk with a list of printing required by the various 
officers, he to fill in after each item the price for which he 
would be willing to do such work. 
From the lists so fur­ 
nished the board would select the lowest price given on each 
separate item, and establish that as the rate for that particu­ 
lar article. 
Without some understanding of this sort the 
filling out of the lists would have been a meaningless farce, 
and as far as the Ledger was concerned it was plainly intim­ 
ated that it would be useless to take any part therein unless 
some rule of this kind was adopted. 
W e anticipated that 
efforts would be made to prevent this policy from being 
carried out in the interest of party politics, and in this we 
were not mistaken. 
Before the board met and during the 
session of the board influences were brought to bear to move 
the supervisors from the path mapped out— to adopt the low­ 
est rates on some items and the higher rates on others, sim­ 
ply to bolster up the democratic organ through the county 
treasury. 
The sheriff and the county clerk took a hand in 
the discussion against some of the figures submitted by the 
Ledger, but not a protest was raised at a solitary item sub­ 
mitted by the Dispatch. 
But the scheme was too transparent 
to deceive any one, and the board refused to budge one ioto 
from its previously announced determination to accept the 
lowest price in every instance. 
And this they did so far as 
they were able to judge from the evidence. 
T h e list from the 
Ledger office was the lowest, with a few unimportant excep­ 
tions, aud therefore controlled the establishment of rates, out­ 
side of the isolated exceptions. 
This is the first genuine 
move in the direction of protecting the taxpayers against ex­ 
tortionate printing charges that has been made for years. 
The amount saved to the county by the revised schedule will 
amount to several hundred dollars per year. 
On one item 
alone— printing the great register— the saving will amount 
to $150. 
And in no case has the revised list, so far as the 
Ledger office has helped to shape it, reduced the price below 
a fair margin of profit. 
W e do not believe that any printing 
will be diverted by the new schedule from the printing 
office preferred by the respective county officers according to 
their individual political affiliation. 
There will probably 
be one notable exception, where a flat rate is given for a 
certain piece of work that allows less than 15c per 1000 ems 
of composition, with nothing for press work or stock. This was 
a case where there was solid ground for a vigorous kick 
on account of starvation rates— the recognized basis of charge 
throughout the United States for composition alone, whether 
machine or hand work, ranging from 80 cents to $1 per 1000 
ems. 
That price, it is needless to say, was not put in by the 
Ledger, but by the Dispatch, and [the evident intention was 
to steer work from the first-named to the last-named office. It 
will most assuredly have that effect. 
We made no protest 
at this manifestly absurd rate. 
Being the lowest we admit 
that it should be adopted like the rest. 
T he advertising rates are left unchanged, 25 cents per 
square for each insertion. 
We are free to admit that this is 
a much lower rate than pertains in most other counties. 
It 
has been the rate here for twelve years. 
T o the Ledger be­ 
longs the credit or discredit of keeping it at that rate this 
year, the other lists giving a material boost 011 the old-time 
figures. 
We would also have joined in for a raise, were it 
not for the estoppel interposed by our local cotemporary in 
volunteering to do city advertising at that rate, and there­ 
after bidding about oue-lialf those rates in competition with 
the Ledger, aud even going to the extent of trying to shift 
its proprietary business interest in order to worm himself 
into line for the empty honor of being city printer. 
Uuder 
these circumstances, we declined to ask for either raise or re 
duction in general county advertising, but 011 the delinquent 
tax list 10 cents per square was knocked off the 25 cent rate 
of last year.

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Amador County • 
Descriptive Article 


Amador county comprises an area of 
548 square miles. It lies on the wes­ 
tern slope of Sierra Nevada mountains, 
and embraces within its territory all 
the diversity of valley, foothill, and 
high mountainous lands. 
Climate.—The climate of tho popu­ 
lous portions of the county is as genial 
and healthful asean he found anywhere 
In California. As climate is one of tho 
most valuable assets of this favored 
state in attracting population, Amador 
stands second to no county in tills re­ 
gard. It should, and no doubt will in 
time, when its climatic advantages are 
more thoroughly understood and ap­ 
preciated, become a health resort not 
only for those in less favored states, 
but for the residents of other parts of 
California. T he temperature alone the 
central portion rarely falls below 30 
degrees above zero in winter, and as 
rarely rises to 100 degrees in the sum ­ 
mer. Snow seldom falls tn the settled 
districts, and never remains on the 
ground for more than a few hours. Of 
course, In the high mountain rogions 
of eastern Amador the snowfall is very 
heavy—which is characteristic of the 
entire Sierra Nevada range. The sum­ 
mer season is alway accompanied with 
cool nights; permitting of sound, re­ 
freshing slumber. Fogs aro rare, cy­ 
clones are unknown, thunderstorms are 
infrequent. 
Gold Mining.—The county, although 
rich in other sources of wealth, com ­ 
paratively untouched, ik noted prin­ 
cipally for her quartz minos. 
The 
deepest gold mines in America are lo­ 
cated here. Tho Kennedy mine Is now 
taking gold in liberal quantities from 
quartz extracted from a depth of over 
2000 feet below the surface, with every 
indication that tho pay-ore extends to 
a much greater depth. Since the dis­ 
covery of gold, the county has contrib­ 
uted fully «100,000000 to the world’s 
supply of the precious metal. 
The 
mines are still yielding at the rate of 
about two million dollars annually. 
Nearly all of this wealth is produced by 
eight or ten mines operating on what 
is called the ‘’mother lode.” stretching 
clear across the county in a north-east­ 
erly direction a distanco of tweaty 
miles. The mines aggregate between 
400 and .500 stamps, and furnish em ­ 
ployment for over 1000 miners. T his 
industry is still in its infancy. The 
unexplored territory, even along the 
main gold belt, is far in excess of the 
ground that has actually been worked 
or prospected. The county offers to­ 
day one of the most inviting fields to 
be found uny where in the world for the 
investment of capital in the fascinating 
business of gold mining, not alone along 
the mother lode, but also in the almost 
untouched mineralized country of the 
east belt, some ton or twelve miles from 
the main lode. 
Besides gold, we have copper, de­ 
posits of pottery, coal, marbe, slate, 
limestone, granite, and soapstone or 
talc—all undeveloped. 
Agricultural Capabilities.—Tho agri­ 
cultural possibilities equal, if not excel, 
the mineral riches. The valley lands 
will produce anything that can be 
grown in the most favored sections. 
In tho foothill lands all kinds of decid­ 
uous fruits thrive: also all kinds of 
vegetable are raised where irrigation 
is practicable along the numerous water 
courses. Further up in the mountains, 
at an altitude of 2000 to 2500 feet, the 
soil is admirably adapted for apples 
and potatoes. A ready market for 
many times tho quantity now raised of 
these commodities can be found lin the 
various mining towns. 
Grape culture and winemaking are 
becoming Important industries, both 
tho grapes and wine commanding a 
better price than .the product of the 
lowland. 
Land is cheap compared with other 
California lands. Improved farms may 
be secured for one-fourth the price 
current iu some places. Unimproved 
lauds can be laid from $.5 to «10 per 
acre. It does not require a fortune to 
buy a small ranch. There is room for 
a largo addition to our agriculural pop­ 
ulation. Vast tracts now dovoted to 
cattle ranges might he made tho homes 
of hundreds of prosperous farmers. 
Amador has a populasionof less than 
12UÜ0. Three fourths of this is concen­ 
trated in a strip of three miles above 
and below the mineral belt. 
Jackson, the county seat, has about 
2-500 inhabitants, and ¡sun incorporated 
city ol the sixth class. Other towns 
are Sutter Creek, Amador City, Dry- 
towu, Plymouth, Volcano, Pino Grove 
and Oletu. lone City is the metropolis 
of the valley section, a thriving town 
of 1000 inhabitants. 
Thooominunity is law-abiding. Edu­ 
cational facilities are excellent. 
A 
school house is within easy reach of 
nearly every family. There is one high 
school, located at lone. 
Tho assessment roll for 1007 is S-5. - 
800,708, and tho tax rate for botli state 
and county purposes «2 on the «100. 
The Southern Pacific has a branch 
railroad running to lone. From this 
point tho lone and Eastern railroad ex­ 
tends 14 miles furiher to tho mining 
suction. 
Tho various religious denominations 
Und fraternal organizations are well 
represented. 
Tho power pluut of the Standard 
Electric C o—one of the lurgeit in the 
world—isloeated four miles from Jack- 


For Good 
Roads 


From U. 8 Engineers 


Counter balancing various obstacles 
California posseses 
in certain sec­ 
tions Immense qunntltles of hard rock 
capable of being utilized In the build­ 
ing of the best macadam roads known 
to modern road builders; gravel In 
such abundance and ot such good 
quality as to make possible the build­ 
ing of great systems of first-class 
gravelpar os; and nsphidtio oils not 
equaled in nny other state in the 
Union for tho treatment of roads. 
California has wealth nmpleto finance 
the building of a system of roads 
which would rival that of France. 
Her citizens are energetic aud pro­ 
gressive, and lastly, some of the most 
influential counties of tho slate liave 
enlisted the aid and advice of the 
United Stntes office of public roads 
at Washington, a bureau which con­ 
gress has establisbed for the purpose 
ot giving to the people the best to bo 
had in highway engineering and to 
aid iu reforming our antiquated 
methods. 
The office of public roads ot tho 
U. 8. department ot agriculture is 
developing its 
work along conser­ 
vative lines with the purpose of 
quietly but none the less effectively 
teaching local road builders how to 
build standard 
roads, substituting 
superior for inferior methods, and 
solving the problems in road con­ 
struction which have Dot yet beon 
solved. 
About one year ago the county 
authorities ot Santo Barbara county 
applied to the office ot public roads 
for an engineer to advise with them 
aud render such assistance us was 
practicable in inaugurating a model 
road system for that county, 
A 
special corps of engineers has recent­ 
ly been formed to conduct just such 
work as this under a project known 
as "the introduction of model sys­ 
tems.” 
Tbe engineer assigned to 
Santa Barbara county made a com­ 
plete investigation of all of tbe roads, 
road materials, revenues, expendi- 
tuies, organization, methods of ad­ 
ministration, construction, and main­ 
tenance, and drew up a complete und 
exhaustive report providing a plan 
for tbe improvement of the roads ot 
that county. 
Los Angeles county was the next to 
receive assistance of this character, 
and the federal engineer who made 
tbe investigation tor Santa Barbara 
county took up the work at Los 
Angeles iu July. 1907. 
So thorough 
was the work of this engineer aud so 
earnest was the highway commission 
in its endeavor 
to provide Los 
Angeles with a perfect system of 
highways that 
they retained the 
federal engineer as obief engineer of 
tbe Los Angeles highway commission. 
San Diego county has taken up, 
through the senators aud representa­ 
tives at Washington, 
the plan of 
haviug a military road constructed 
from the north line of the U. S. 
naval reservation through tbe reserva­ 
tion and tho m ilitary reservation to 
the south end of Point Loma and also 
tbe road connecting therewith runn 
ing from Ft. Kosecraus, and treating 
it with oil iu the most approvod 
manner. Again federal assistance has 
been asked aud obtained in determin­ 
ing upon tbe most suitable methods 
and the probable cost. 
Whether this 
military road w ill be authorized by 
oougies’s or not, the people of San 
Diego aie now advised that although 
tbe seat of tbe national government 
is 3,000 miles away, its good offices 
may be bad when the need justifies 
to direct tbeir efforts along proper 
lines, so that no mistake may be made 
iu materials or methods. 
Ventura county is now on record 
as an applicant for tho details of a 
federal engineer under the model 
system plan. 
Tbe model system project is one 
requiring a high order of ability and 
thorough engineering education and 
requires at least a month, and som e­ 
times three months, of the hardest 
kind of work by the ougineers, and 
fur this reason the demands froai all 
parts of the couuiry will soou reach 
such volume as to make necessary 
their assignment for muiiths aud even 
u year ahead. 
Suoh was practically the situation 
when the chamber of commerce of 
Stocktou, California, took up with 
vigorous and 
commendable deter­ 
mination the questiou uf providing 
San Joaquin county with a system of 
roads seoond to nouo iu tbe state. A 
long uud able letter was sent to tbe 
director of tbe office of publio roads 
asking for assistance. This was fol­ 
lowed by more letters aud rnuoh evi­ 
dence of tbeir 
deteruiinutiou aud 
tbeir necessities. 
A powerful ally in 
tbe person ot seuuter L'erkius threw 
tbe weight of his influence iu tbe 
balance, uud tbe result uf all this is 
that the office ot publio rouds is 
pledged to send its best engineers to 
Sau Joaquin uouuty, and to have 
them stay us long as they cuu be ot 
real use. 
Siskiyou county, although fur from 
tbe populuue coast cities, tar from 
tbe uutiou’a capítol, uud boasting 


comparatively no great commerce or 
agricultural resources, possesses the 
distinction of heing the Hist, county 
in the state of California to have 
built under the direction of govern­ 
ment engineers With government, ma­ 
chinery nod operators a section of 
object-lesson road. 
What was once a 
stretch of at times impassable adobe 
is now a smooth, hard macadam road 
capable of sustaining any weight ¿of 
traffic. 
There were 
scoffers who 
claimed that such a road would not 
hold up on the adobe soil, hut all 
these have been converted and it is 
reasonable to predict that the county 
of Siskiyou will curry tlie good work 
ouwatd. 
Uncle Sam makes a good partner in 
the road building enteiprises, and 
tbe best part of it ail is that what be 
furnishes is gratis. T he government 
pays the salary of all its engineers 
and experts from start to finish, all 
of their traveling expenses, except 
that when engaged upon the prepara­ 
tion of a model system of highways 
tor auy county, that county is expect­ 
ed to pay the travoling expenses and 
provide suoh faciiitios as may be 
necessary while tbe engineer is within 
tbe county limits. 
In the building 
ot object-lesson roads tbe government 
furnishes Its engineers and experts, 
makes laboratory tosts of road mater­ 
ials, pays all traveling aud subsist- 
auce expenses of its men, and where 
practicable aud necessary furnishes 
road building machinery. 
Where 
the problems aro temporary and only 
inspection and advice is needed, tho 
engineer aud experts are sent by the 
government absolutely free of coat 
to the local authorities. 
it has already been indicated that 
the demand for government engineers 
far exceeds the supply. 
It is well, 
therefore, that each case be presented 
in its strongest light to the depart­ 
ment so that if it baa exceptional 
merit, it may be recoguized. Senator 
Terkins is in close touch with tbe 
needs of his state and is taking care 
to see that no California county is 
overlooked by the department of 
agrioulture because of its failure to 
adequately present its claims.

Mineral land.--In any case where 
tbe character ot land embraced witbin 
a mineral application is placed in 
issue it must appear as a present fact 
tbat mineral can be secured from tbe 
land in paying quantities.

2321 K. S., tbe citizenship of a cor­ 
poration tbat applies for a mineral 
patent may be ebown by a certificate 
of incorporation. 
Traotice-Regulations of local office 
in the matter of procedure on open­ 
ing public lauds to eDtry, conclusive 
upon parties taking action thereunder 
without protest. 
Reservation—Alaska— Mere 
occu­ 
pancy of land in Alaska for the pur­ 
pose of trade and manufacture, will 
not confer any right upon the occu­ 
pant, as against the government, tbat 
w ill prevent a reservation of the land 
for naval purposes. 
Residence once establisbed can only 
be changed when the act and intent 
of the settler unite to effect such 
change. 
Settlement rights and reservations. 
— Rights of settlement extinguished 
by executive order creating reserva­ 
tions. 
Coal lands- Entry of coal lands not 
allowed for non-oontiguous tracts.

WINTER BUTTERFLIES. 


A H ardy Brood For W hieh Frost and 
Snow Possess No T errors. 
C om ing in one tiny from n walk In n 
h e av y snowstorm, 1 d ro p p ed upon the 
ev en in g table some tria n g u la r brown­ 
ish lilts th at looked at first sight like 
flnkes of dried bark. 
“ W h a t are those—chips?” 
"No. Butterflies.” 
S uch a reply with a foot of snow on 
th e ground and great probability of n 
fo o t more before m orning w as accept­ 
ed a s a pleasantry and tint to be taken 
seriously. 
The Idea of catching but­ 
terflies hi n snow storm seemed too 
“ fishy" for serious consideration. 
On the approach of w in te r most of 
th o 
butterflies, those 
delicate 
little 
crcnturcH of fair w eather, naturally 
die. But among their n u m b e r there Is 
a w hale hardy brood for which the 
rigo rs of winter possess no terrors. 
T h e se are the angle w ings, or vnnes- 
sids. They ure frequently called "thaw 
butterflies" from tha fa c t th a t during 
th e w arm spells of w in te r they awake 
from their torpor and m a y frBpiently 
be seen sunning them selves near their 
p lace of hibernation or. if the weather 
is mild and pleasant 
flitting lightly 
a b o u t In the open places. 
T h e se insects pass th e w inter both 
o s chrysalis and as m a tu r e butterflies. 
N orm ally they remain in the crysalis 
fo rm only about two w eeks, but It is 
prob able that the severe cold overtakes 
so m e before they are fu lly developed, 
w h ich may account for som e of them 
h ib ern atin g us chrysalis.—St. Nicholas.

th a t any of these w atorspuuts were 
produced by the m eeting of opposite 
winds. 
l h e meteor trains stu d ie d 
by Prof. 
Trowbridge, of C oium bin University, 
are the luminous streaks often seeu 
in the wake of shooting stars, and 
they muy continué m any minutes, or 
even an hour or more. 
They drift 
slowly and become d isto rte d , as if by 
a ir currents. 
They seem to be self- 
lum inous, and may som etim es be seen 
in daytime. 
They som ew hat resemble 
the afterglow on tu rn in g off the cu r­ 
ren t from vacuum tu b e electrodes. 
The glow is greeDisli yellow , diffuses

The election for city officials will take place n e x t Monday, 
April 13th. 
V e r y little interest is being taken in the affair, 


beyond the effort of two or three trustees who are candidates 
for re-election without opposition, and whose activity, there­ 


fore, under the circumstances is open to distrust as being 
prompted by other motives than a desire for their own re 


election. 
It is not difficult to divine the moving cause of this 
activity, when the fact is called to mind that recently a peti­ 


tion containing 143 signatures— a clear majority of all the 
votes cast at the last election, with a margin o f fourteen to 


spare— praying for the calling o f a special election to vote on 
the question of disincorporation, was unceremoniously turned 


down in ultra dictatorial fashion, without rhym e or reason, 
and without g iv in g the petitioners an opportunity to be heard 


in their own behalf. 
This action was a personal affront to 
every voter whose name was attached to that petition; 
it left 


every signer thereon in a quandary whether he him self was 
not branded by these servants (? masters) of the people of 


Jackson as one o f the uo-account signers, who was not en­ 
titled to have a n y voice in the affairs of the city o f Jackson. 


The Ledger cannot conceive how any one 011 that petition 


can consistently vote for any official who took 
part, either 
actively or passively, in that high-handed outrage against the 
time-honored privileges of Am erican citizens as guaranteed 


b y the federal constitution. 
T h a t would be tantamount to 
meeting an iusult to a vital principle of republican govern­ 


ment, with a compliment, and an invitation to “ do it again.” 
Many of those concerned in the petition have resolved not 


to go to the p o llin g place at all at Monday’s election. 
This 
is the emphatic way of protesting against the autocratic 


methods of the trustees and their counsellors. 
I f a n y of the 


petitioners are determined to vote on account o f innocent 
candidates, for marshal or clerk, it is hoped that as a matter 


of self-respect 
they will abstain from affixing the cross 
opposite the nam es of any of the present trustees, thereby 


emphasizing their disapproval o f their tactics. 
Let them 
write the name of a n y citizen in the blank spaces opposite the 


printed names in the column left for that purpose. 


A s far as the contests for m arshal and clerk are concerned, 
both, in our opinion, were engineered with the same end in 


view as the agitation to bring out a big vote. 
T o our mind 


they carry the bogus mark, and no one should be deceived 


thereby. 
H e n r y Wiel, who has been inveigled into running 
for city clerk, has been in San 
Francisco for the last two 


weeks, realizing the motives behind the pushing forward of 
his name in connection with the office. 
He feels 110 interest 


in the outcome, under the conditions, and whether he will 


return before the election is problematical. 


In view of the facts above given, and also in face of the 


dubious character of the official ballots, there is nothing to 


be gained by g ettin g in the voting line. 
On the other hand 


keeping away from the polls w ill help toward rig h tin g the 


great wrong inflicted upon the individual, and toward the 


redeeming of the name of the com m unity from the reproach 


cast upon it by the city managers in scorning over one-half 
o f the total num ber of voters. 
T h e object of that petition has 


not been killed b y the rebuff. 
It is sleeping, ready at any 


favorable opportunity to reassert itself. 
. 


A s a rule, citizens of this free laud, who are attached to 


the principles of freedom, are not so built as to be brow­ 
beaten into inaction and silence b y trusted servants trying 


to lord it over their employers on the strength o f a brief 


span of delegated authority.

Monday last «ns n gnln timo In 
Jackson, being the second appearance 
of Norris and Kowe’s circus at this 
place. 
The hlg caravansary was here 
two years ago, 
and 
drew a large 
ooncourse on that, occasion. Monday, 
however, it. is believed the gathoting 
was considerably largor than on the 
first occasion. 
Being the only ap­ 
pearance In Amador county, nr within 
a rad Ins of over '-’U miles of Jnnkson, 
people ontno from nil the towns in 
the county to witness it. 
Visitors 
were here from many points In Cala- 
voras county. When the pararlo took 
place at 10:3(1 a. m., poople thronged 
each aide of Main street, to see the 
pageant, and it was fully up to ex­ 
pectations. The spot selected for the 
tents was the same as on the pre­ 
vious occasion -In tho Hold near the 
old toll house on the Kennedy grado. 
There were two big tents pitched, 
one covering the circus rings proper 
and the animals connected with it 
the other containing all tho aide 
shows, which wore 10 or 1 2 in num ­ 
ber, the admission to tho latter, be­ 
ing 25 cents, entitling 
one to go 
through the entire list. 
There was 
one side show outside in which a 
snake charm er-a Mexican half breed 
Indian woman was exhibiting with 
40 or 50 reptiles—including deadly 
snakes, ¡ábe professed to allow them 
to bite her with impuuity, claiming 
that sbe wns immune, that her sys­ 
tem was so impregnated with the 
virus that it bad ceased to have any 
effect. Of course, this was not gener­ 
ally credited, and the opinion pre­ 
vailed that the loathsome reptiles had 
been rendered powerless to indict 
harm. 
At the afternoon show the side­ 
show, and the big tent, with seating 
capacity of about 2500 was well filled, 
most of them being reserved seats. 
The same was repeated in the even­ 
ing. It is estimated that from 1500 
to 2 0 0 0 people were present on each 
occasion, and that the total receipts 
from all sources for the day was over 
85000. 
As far as the performances were 
concerned they gave excellent satis­ 
faction. 
The horses and riding, 
acrobats, trained
